This is supposed to have been originally in- 
troduced as arebake to the door keeper of the 
House of Representatives, Mr. Ocis S. Brexton, 
Who, some months since, was presented by the 
assistant: door-keepers, messengers and pages, 
with a costly service of siver-plite. Some think 
it was designed also asa covert thrust at some 
higher offivals, who have received presents of 
various Kinds, from time to time. It is not sup- 
posed, however, to have any referen-e to the 
presert of tree pisses to Congressmen by the 
Canden and Amboy railroad corporation, or “any 
other man”! Andit will be observed that the 
prohibition extends oaly to presents made by 
those having lower pay than the recipients. 
(ritts from those having higher pay are all right. 
Besides, tie law doesn't say that any “officer” 
shall not “receive” a present of any kind froma 
millionaire or any namber of millionaires. They 
can give youa horse, a palace, or a Chinese pago- 
da, it they want to. Ouoly the little fish are stop- 
ped by this new-built legal weir. The porpoises, 
sharks, &c., can leap the dam. As the street- 
railroad corporations in Washington receive each 
in the aggregate more income than a single Con- 
¥ressman’s pay, the members of Congress can 
all continue to “‘receive’’ tree passes, as usual, 
without violating this new law! 

CARL SCHURZ ON THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

Senator Schurz, of Missouri, has this week re- 
ported back to the Senate, trom the committee to 
which it was reterred, the bili introduced by him 
some time since, proposing the redeganiz ition of 
the civil service, fixing eight years as the term 
for which subordinate civil appointees shall be 
commissioned. It proposes the creation cf a 
board of nine commissioners who shall examine 
and decide upoo tie fitness and quolitications of 
all applicants. These commissioners are to be 
appointed by the President, and are to receive an 
annual salary of 3500) each, in the agyregate 
354 000—more than the combined salaries of all 
the Juiges of the United Staes Supreme Court! 
[hen they are to have several clerks and a mes- 
senger. And this cumbrous “board’’ is after all 
to pertorm only what three of four heads of bu- 
reaus, informally assembled, can and otten do per- 
form now, well nougi fo- all practic purpose , 
without a douliar of extra expense lu tue gover- 
ment. 

Mr. Schurz is a talented and reputable gentle- 
man, and he can perliaps get up as good a scheme 
as Jenckes, or any other man. But this whole 
“civil service-retorm’’ business is a mere hobby. 
The plans proposed generally constitute a species 
of taney legislation, the effect of which, it ever 
enacted into law, would be to multiply the wind- 
ings and unwindings of red-tape, of which we 
have altogether too many now. 

The fact is, the civil service is as good as Con- 
gress, or the army or the navy. It don’t re- 
ceive any more gifts. It has to pay for every- 
thing the same as other sinners of high or low 
degree. It can’t rile free in the horse-cars, as 
Congressmen have done here for years, but has 
to pay six cents on one line and seven on the 
other, every time. It will conpire favorably in 
capacity, eticency, and general good behavior, 
with any tuning there is gotng in these times. 
Get up an investigation on these points, like that 
on the cadetships, and see if tits isn’t so!

If 
the gentlemen who voted that by-and by, perhaps,

j*catin the adage,” who would not go into the 
i water after tish for fear of wetting her feet, “let-

tor politicians who mean business. However, 
there must always be just so much preliminary 
work before the formation of a new party, and I 
think it likely the prohtbitionists will screw their 
courage to the sticking plaice before long. It 
seems to me that it will be very diflicult to estab- 
lish a large and controlling party on this or on the 
}labor question. It will be easy, perhaps, to make 
a suflivient organization in many States for the 
overthrow of the Republicans, but he who sup- 
poses the cause of temperance or the cause of la- 
; bor will be thereby benefitted will find himself 
egregiously mistaken. The plurality law, which 
is now almost universal, and the fact that there 
is a large politician-class which takes the manage-

| way to treat the labor question, also, is not to be 
disturbed by any threatened demonstrations of a 
| political nature, nor, on the other hand, to be led 
into any violent and wrongheaded opposition to 
the just claims of the labor men. [am in hopes 
| the ten-hour law will pass, or get such a support 
| as to satisfy its triends. _As for the Crispins, 
| there is no sense in refusing them a bill; but it 
| seems to me that there ought to be in itan explicit 
| retusal, in some shape, to approve the obnox-

ent liable to excesses which will speedily make 
| them unpopular with the great mass of the people. 
BURDENS FOR THE PEOPLE. ; 
| It will hardiy do, also, to pass any such bills as 
| Mr. Nat Thayer and his millionaire friends, and 
{ Mr. Sidney Bartlett and his brother lawyers, 
ihave asked for, increasing the salaries of the 
judges ot the Supreme Judicial Court. The tax- 
| payers of the community, and [don’tmean Mr. Nat 
| [haver and his friends, ut the great mass of the 
people, will look upon such a bill with suspicion, 
and its passage will be as mischievous if legiti- 
mate use is made of it by the politicians, as 
any other art. Ut Mr. Thayer has six or eight 
thousand dollars to spare, let him give his check 
to the Chiet-Justice, and let Mr. John M. Forbes 
do the same favor to Judge Morton, and some- 
body else to Judge Ames, and soon. They can 
laftord it. But the people cannot. Who has 
started this new grab movement! There is not 
a judge on the Supreme Bench who has been 
there more than ten years, while a majority of 
them have been there less than four. They took 
the offices without pledge of an increase, and 
they have no intention of resigning. If they 
have such intentions, no matter. We are fast 
getting rid of the superstition that it requires 4 
gigantic intellect to decide whether it is sufficient 
definition of an offensive weapon to call it a 
\“‘whipstock.”” The Chiet Justice is amply suffi- 
cient for that, and his associates are equal to even 
greater questions. While Judge Snaw remained 
on the bench, and Judze Wilde—one of whom

000. We have tested the salary system. Low 
salaries have not kept great wen from taking ju- 
dicial places, nor have high salaries tempted able 
men to take such places. The scheme prayed 
for by Mr. Nat Thayer is simply one to adda 
new burden to the people in the shape of taxes. 
The constitution stipulates that the judges of the 
Supreme Judicial Court shall have ‘honorable 
salaries, ascertained and established by standing 
laws,” and, in another place, that they shall have 
“permanent and honorable salaries.” From this 
language Mr. Nat Thayer, or rather Mr. Sidney 
Bartlett (for of course it is a shrewd lawyer who 
has thus twisted the language of the constitution) 
draws the inference that the State is bound to give 
“an honorable support” to a judge who ‘holds 
the office and discharges the duties faithfully, 
and who has a family to maintain.’”’ This, says 
Mr. Bartlett, the judyes do not now have. When 
did “honorable salary’? come to mean a salary 
which should be advanced from year to year, in 
accordance with the demand made by life-insur- 
ance companies and manulacturing corporations 
upon men who have once accepted judicial office ! 
I know a Boston merchant who has lately been 
appointed agent of two manutacturing Companies 
at an annual salary of $10,000 for each. I sup- 
pose if these companies hai seduced Mr. Colt 
from the bench with these bribes, we should have 
had the argument that his associates should have 
their pay advanced to $20,000, or at least 310,000 
a year, because, otherwise, they too would aban- 
don their posts. When did ‘‘permanent’’ come 
to mean shifting? When did “honorable” come 
to mean high and exorbitant! When, too, let 
me ask, did it come to be considered that a judge 
“behaves himself well” when he threatens to re- 
sigh unless his pay is increased above that of 
the Governor and every otier officer of the gov-

slow, from the great number of people which had 
by this time clustered into King street. At the 
same time a large number came rushing down 
that street from Cornbill, in the van of which was 
a mulatto, named Crispus Attucks, and a num- 
ber of sailors. Their object was, doubtless, the 
main guard, but when they came to the Tow: 
House, they saw the gathering at the Custom 
House, and immediately proveeded thither—some 
of them exclaiming, ‘‘Damn the rascals, this will 
never du! The way to get rid of these soldiers 
is to attack the maiu guard. Strike at the root. 
This is the nest!” 

The bells had been set ringing, which some 
supposed was tor fire, and, coming out of their 
houses, were told that the jire was in King street, 
in order to concentrate the people there. Some- 
body told Capt. Preston that it was a plan of the 
peuple to give notice of an intended massacre ot 
the soldiers, and that a tar-barrel was to be tired 
on Beacon hill to bring in the people from the 
country. ‘These rumors, whether true or false, 
must have given the officers great alarm. 

Meanwhile the soldiers were so pressed, upon 
and insulted that the only way they could keep 
upon their feet was by presenting charged bayo- 
nets. This they did, forming a kind ot halt-cir- 
cle in front of tue Custom House. Their pieces 
were not charged when they lett the guard-Douse, 
and Capt. Preston testified that he never gave 
any orders for them to be charged. However, 
it soon appeared that they were charged, and it 
is not improbable that the Captain might have 
yiven orders to that effect, and, being in much 
trepidation, and under such excitement as not to 
have been conscious of the order afterwards. 

‘Lhe soldiers were unable to keep off the crowd, 
even with fixed bayonets, having their guns 
knocked this way and that with clubs; and Capt. 
Preston, ut the utmost peril, sivod tor a time be- 
tween luis men and the people, using every en- 
deavor to prevent turther outrage; but ali to no 
purpose, wile some called out, ‘Come on, you 
vluudy backs, you lobster scoundrels! tire it you 
dare! fire aud be damned! we know you dare 
uot.” lasmediately atter a soldier received a se- 
vere blow trom a club, upon Which he stepped a 
liitie on one side, levelicd his piece, and tired. 
Capt. Preston remonstrated with him tor firing, 
and while he was speaking he came near being 
knocked down by a blow from a club aimed at 
his head. ‘The noise and contusion was now so 
vreat, some calling out, “Fire, tire it you dare! 
Damn you, why don’t you fire?” with horrid 
vaths aud imprecations, that no one could tell 
whether Capt. Preston or anybody else ordered 
ihe men to fire; but tire they did, some seven or 
eight of them, and the pieces of two or three 
more were snapped, but missed fire. The mob 
seeing that the suldiers were in earnest, began to 
leave the ground, fearing the firing might be con- 
unued. ‘Lhe tame occupied thus tar had not ex- 
ceeded half an hour. ‘Ibat is trom the time the 
attack began on the sentinel in King street. 

ihe result of the tirmg was Low disclosed. 
Three lay dead on the ground, two others were 
mortally wounded, and several slightly. On the 
return of some of the people to lake away the 
dead and wounded, the svldiers, supposing them 
coming to renew the attack, levelled their guns 
io fire upon then, but the captain struck them 
up with his hands, and thus prevented further 
vbivodshed. A tew minutes afier, a citizen came 
to the captain, and told him that there were about 
SUUU people assembied close at hand, who were 
coming to take lis lite and the lives of his men. 
lle theretore disposed his men into street-firings; 
seta guard at the entrance of King street from 
Corntull, on the south side of the State House, 
and another at the east end of it, in King street, 
iw protect the main guard. ‘The people had set 
up the cry, in the meantime,—" J’o arms! toarms! 
Lurn oui with your guns, every man!’’ and the 
drums were beating toarms. ‘his was followed 
with the beating to arms in the regiments. Sev- 
eral Companies of the twenty-ninth soon arrived 
at the Lown House, which were formed into 
street-tirings also. At the same time Captain 
Preston dispatctied a sergeant to Colonel Dal- 
ryiple, the cet officer, With an account of what 
had happened. As the oflicers were repairing to 
tueir regliuents, some Were knocked down by the 
mob aud very much hurt, and some had their 
swords taken Irom them. ‘Lhe Lieutenant-Goy- 
j ernor and Colonel Carr immediately met at the 
head of the twenty-ninth regiment, which was 
now paraded in King street, and through the ex- 
ertions ot the fofiner and the ifluence of a num- 
ber ot distinguished citizens, the people were 
persuaded to go to their homes, and the regiment 
returned to iis barracks. Tis was about one 
o'clock at night. About one hundred persons, 
among Whom were sume men of distinction, 
volunteered to form a citizens’ guard tor the re- 
maiuder of the night, which they did; and thus 
ended the ever memorable irri ob MARCH, 
177.

The tragedy of the fitth of March commenced 
soon after nine o'clock in the evening ot a bright 
moonhght night, and had its Unmediate origin in 
this manner. As four young men, er “youths,” 
as they were called, named bdward Atebibald, | 
William Meichant, Francis Arehibaid and Join 
Leach, Jr. came down Cornlall together, they 
separated at Dr. Loring’s corner. ‘Lhe two tor- 
mer wenton down Cornhill, to pass through Boy I- 
ston’s alley, in) which a senuoel posted. 
When they came near him he was ‘brandishing 
a broadsword of an uncommon size.”’ striking it | 
against the wall, “out of which he struck fire 
plenutulls * "Thas he appears to have been doing 
by way of recreauon.  Lhere was “a mean-look- 
ing Irishman” in company with the sentinel, who 
had in bis hand a large cudgel. Archibald and 
Merchant attempted to pass the sentinel without 
answering his challenge; Whereupon a scuttle en- 
sued, in which Archibald was struck on the arm, 
and Merchant had tas clothes prerced under his 
arm-pit and hisskin grazed; and tp turn he struck 
the soldier with a short suck which he brought 
with him.

_sipropes of the fifth of March: the first oppo- 
sition to the British soldiers afier their arrival in 
Boston in 1768 was made by Mr. John Brown— 
ominous name!

| Massacre” took place in this structure, because 
'the first opposition to the foreign soldiers had 
| been made there. So says the 7ranscript. 
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A Significant Anniversary. 

One hundred years ago this day occurred “‘the 
Boston massacre’”—an event greatly promotive 
of the independence of America. Its primary 
cause was the presence of British regiments in 
town to overawe the inhabitants and indicate the 
power of the home government; its secondary, 
frequent collisions Between individual members 
of the corps and young mechanics, which had left 
the troops in an angry and feverish condition 
easily impelling any act of aggression. The ma- 
terials were all ready for the conflagration—the 
spark only was needed to enkindle an unquench- 
able fire. It came in an attack on some young 
men, on their way home in the evening, by some 
soldiers loitering about their barracks near the 
foot of Brattle street, which, arresting a crowd, 
ripened into an assault on the main-guard in King 
(now State) street, near the corner of Exchange, 
where they had their headquarters. Mistaking 
an order of their commander, the guard fired on 
the crowd, five men being killed and six seriously 
wounded. 

It has been the aim of some writers to decry 
the participants in this affray on the part of the 
populace, and to intimate that it was a low and dis- 
graceful mob. Neither the occupation or sur 
roundings of the victims confirm this view. The 
assembly was a fair average of the intelligence, 
patriotism and public spirit of the times. It was 
composed of the bone and sinew of the communi- 
ty. It is true that the professional class were not 
conspicuous in the affray—they seldom are in 
such outbreaks of public sentiment. There is 
not a rebeliion on record which was commenced 
by the cultured class. The people of middling 
interests, who feel keenly, and act promptly— 
oftentimes rashly—the laborers, artisans, clerks 
—are they who inaugurate revolutions. If the 
soberer thought, more precise ways, and graver 
demeanor, of the intellectual and social superiors 
of the town had been invoked in this affair, then 
would there have been no ‘‘massacre’”’ and no 
subsequent independence. We doubt if the 
American republic would have had an existence 
to this day. 

Such outbreaks as ‘‘the Boston massacre”’ have 
been part of the history of all modern govern- 
ments. It is the use that has been made of their 
occurrence that constitutes their credit or dis- 
credit. If they have been accepted as demands for 
greater personal or political freedom—the rough 
expression of a people oppressed and despised— 
then they are justitied. Sam Adams, Joseph 
Warren, and their patriotic associates, saw the 
value of this outbreak, and made the most of it 
tou promote their ulterior end—the separation of 
the colonies. Its anniversary, annually celebra- 
ted till the peace of 1783, gave a continued im- 
pulse to the revolutionary cause. The best men 
of Boston pronounced orations. Extraordinary 
honors were paid to the ‘‘martyrs.’’ Their small 
virtues were magnified. And all, that liberty 
might come to the people, tired and sore with 
royal restraint, the bearing of burdens, and the 
infliction of insult and contumely. 

American history could not have been perfected 
without a negro as a conspicuous participant. 
Crispus Attucks was the one of this occasion. is 
purity of blood has been denied—some saying he 
was mulatto, others part Indian. Whatever he 
was, he had a share in the common feeling of the 
community, and the dream of freedom was as 
sweet to him as to his. white associates. He won 
his laurels in this affray equally with his com- 
patriots; and the respectful and sympathizing 
community bore his remains, conscious of no 
taint, to rest in an honored grave, with those of 
the other martyrs, in the Granary burial-ground. 
It has been a long step from Crispus Attucks to 
Senator Revels; but they represent, as well as 
any other personages, the enunciation of high 
and living principles, and their full and complete 
realization. What if one or both were unlettered, 
and without “position”! The world accepts them 
as representative men respectively marking the 
opening and closing of a century which in the 
fulfillment of the grandest desires of humanity 
has had no counterpart in all the ages. From the 
condition of Attucks, said to be an escaped slave, 
to that of Revels, the peer of Senators and the 
superior of judges and ministers, is a long reach; 
but it has been attained by constancy to right 
and the full fruition of the ideas of the fathers. 

Let those only without faith in popular govern- 
ment and the incentive of ennobling principle belit- 
tle the events which led to ‘‘the Boston massacre.”

THe Apmission OF SENATOR REVELS.—We 
give on our last page the grand speeches of Sena- 
tors Wilson and Sumner in anticipation of the ad- 
mission of the colored Senator from Mississippi on 
Friday last.

Mississippi is again represented in the Senate 
of the United States. 
February, 1861, after the Senators trom Florida 
aud from Alabama had one after the other pom- 
pously announced their exodus, Jefferson Davis 
took a pathetic farewell of his associates, avowing, 
at the same time, the determination of the South 
to vindicate its rights, as he called them. Mr.

Mason of Vir- 
ginia patronizingly indorsed this, sneering at coer- 
cion as the discipline that a pedagogue inflicts 
upon a village urchin at school, aud pronouncing 
it nonsense to talk about hanging men for treason. 
The only encouraging words in the day’s debate 
came from Gen. Cameron ot Pennsylvania, who 
stood up loyally tor the Union, and who declared 
that if war must come, the North would meet it 
as became men. During the nine years which 
have elapsed the State of Mississippi has remain- 
ed unrepresented in the Senate, but the world has 
moved.

An Historic Event. 
REMARKS 
—or — 
SENATORS WILSON AND SUMNER, 
OF MASSACHUSETTS, 
On the admission of Hon. Hiram R. REVELS, of Mis- 
sissippi, toa seat in the United States Senate, Friday 
afternoon, February 25, 870. 


Mr. WILSON. —Mr. President, Senators upon 
the other side of the chamber have had abun- 
dant opportunities to express their views in oppo- 
sition to administering the oath to the Senator- 
elect from Mississippi. Neither the Senate nor 
the country will besurprised that nearly three days 
have been spent in the consideration of this simple 
question. The country will note it; the eight 
hundred thousand black voters in this country 
will note it; history will record it. 

But there is one thing that is gratifying in it 
all. These lamentations, these wailings we now 
hear, are the notes of the dying swans. This is 
the last fight; here is the last ditch. We have 
heard much about dying in the last ditch, and we 
are now in at the death! During the last nine 
years, at all times, on every occasion, we have 
had unbroken opposition of the gentlemen who 
assumed to speak tur the Democratic party against 
every movement made to smite the fetters from 
the Jimbs of a race, or to elevate it up to the equal 
and full rights of citizenship. We have often had 
detailed in all their cruelty and wickedness the 
barbarous laws of slavery. 

Sir, L assure the Senator from Kentucky [Mr. 
Davis] that it is always painful to hear the pro- 
visions of those laws recited, whether they were 
enact:d by one section of the country or the other, 
by Massachusetts or his own State. They only 
show the barbarous tendencies of the slave-sys- 
tem which so long dishonored humanity and de- 
fied God. We may blush for the past of the 
country. Slavery in every form in which it has 
presented itself in our country has been a de gra- 
dation of human nature and a blasphemous de- 
fiance of the revealed will of Almighty God. 


Even now, when our work is nearly completed, | 


when in a few moments a black man will walk up 
to vour desk, Mr. President, and take the oaths 
of ottice as a Senator of the United States; when 
arace has been elevated from chattelhood to all 
the rights of humanity, we are taunted here by 
Senators with having acted during the last nine 
years of struggle as misdirected and frenzied ta- 
natics! Sir, we have been but the poor, hesitat- 
ing, halting, weak instruments in the hands of Al- 
mighty God to strike the fetters from a race, and 
elevate it, and save the republican institutions of 
the United States. Every act we have performed 
for the last ten years will stand the scrutiny of the 
living present and of the coming future. Here at 
any time we are ready to meet anybody on every 
one of these acts of ours, some twenty-five or thir- 
ty of them, by which emancipation has been se- 
cured and the rights of these people established. 
We commit it to history, we commit it to the fu- 
ture; and when we Lave passed away, when you, 
sir, and all of us shall sleep beneath the sods of 
our regenerated land, the record will live, and 
it will shine and gleam immortal in the glorious 
pages of human history. It will never be blurred 
or blotted by the race, but will be cherished as 
are cherished. the glories of the revolutionary 
fathers. - 

Then we are taunted, and threatened, too, with 

predictions and prophecies of what is to come to 
us. We are told, 1 hope for the last time, that 
there is to be an “awakening,”’ an “uprising.” 
What we have done is to be undone; these bright 
deeds of ours for humanity are to be shaken off by 
the country. Sir, I had hoped that honorable 
Senators had learned wisdom from the lessons of 
the past. These prophetic utterances commenced 
in the year 1861, and they have been continuous 
till the present hour. Open the debates and you 
will find that they have been repeated on all the 
great questions as they have arisen, one after anoth- 
er. Yet, sir, a body of men pledged to freedom, 
coming into power then with eighteen hundred 
thousand votes, number four millions this day, and 
they have more strength, power and vitality than 
any party that ever trod this republic. These 
predictions, prophecies and menaces come from 
Senators, too, who as they have sat here have 
seen, one by one, their number depart and, others 
take their places, until to-day out of seventy-four 
Senators elected only nine were chosen by the 
Democratic party. 

Sir, I give honorable Senators notice that not 
one single act of ours, from the little beginning 
which struck the fetters from the limbs of the 
black man the rebel brought into the army to do 
his work, to help throw up fortifications behind 
which rebels could shoot down loyal heroes, up 
to the consummation of the fifteenth amendment— 
not one of those grand enactments will ever be 
undone or blotted out by the American people. 
They are achieved results; they are “fixed facts.” 
Men may dash their heads against them in the fu- 
ture, as they have in the past, but they will stand 
the shock. 

But I hope that these warnings which we have 
had, these boastful prophecies, will be noted, will 
be studied and fully comprehended by the coun- 
try. I know there are some not very far-seeing 
persons who think the great work is done; some 
even of those whose glory it has been to save a 
menaced country ; to preserve the unity of these 
States; to proclaim a race tree; to make the re- 
public free; to restore these broken States. 1 
gladly admit we have done all this with a 
generosity, & magnanimity, and a charity such 
as the world never before saw or dreamed of. 
Not one man’s lite has been taken by the law; ev- 


secure his rights, to make him a portion of our 
countrymen, with equal rights with ourselves, we 
have had the bitter, persistent, unrelenting hostil- 
ity of the Democratic party of the United States. 

Mr. President, for forty years the republic has 
been the theater of a mighty conflict uf ideas, 
principles, policies, and of deeds. ‘The spirit of 
liberty and equality, that pulls none down but lifts 
all up, has grappled with the demon of slavery 
and caste. A political organization, born of the 
holier aspirations of the people, in whose ears 
lingered the deathless words of the patriots, states- 
men, and heroes of our earlier times, rose to meet 
the needs of the age. This organization, the 
product of the highest ideas of the Christian civ- 
ilization of the western world, has through these 
fifteen eventful years struggled against those in- 
heriting the maddening passions, cruel prejudices, 
and disorganizing theories, which slavery and 
caste nurture and develop. 

In the ranks of this party gathered the noblest 
spirits of the land—the Christian, upon whose vis- 
ion flashed the imperative injunction of Holy 
Writ, “break every yoke, undo the heavy burden,

These broken 
fetters, these title-deeds, it holds up to the gaze 
of the living present and the advancing future. 
In the progress of the ages it has been given to 
few generations, in any form or by any modes, to 
achieve a work so vast, so grand, so sure to be 
recorded by the historic pen or flung upon the 
canvas in enduring colors. Defeat and disaster

They are dead beyond 
resurrection. It is useless to interpose the Dred | 
Scott decision. Born a putrid corpse, this deci- | 
sion became at once a stench in the nostrils and a | 
scandal to the court itself, which made haste of 
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turn away from its offensive offspring. By the 
subsequent admission of a colored lawyer to prac- 
tice at its bar, this decision was buried out of 
sight, to be remembered only as a warning and a 
shame. et 

The vote on this question will be an historic 
event, marking the triumph of a great cause. 
From this time there can be no backward step. 
After prolonged and hard-fought battle, begin- 
ning with the republic, convulsing Congress, and 
breaking out in blood, the primal truths declared 
by our fathers are practically recognized. All 
men are created equal, says the great Declara- 
tion, and now a great act attests this verity. To- 
day we make the Declaration a reality. Fora 
long time a word only, it now becomes a deed. 
For a long time a promise only, it now becomes | 
a consummated achievement. The Declaration 
| was only half established by independence. The 
| greater duty remained behind. In assuring the 
| equal rights of all we complete the work. 

No man acts for himself alone. What he does, 
| whether for good or evil, is felt in widening cir- 
cles, according to the measure of his influence. 
This is true of the Senate, whose influence is co- 
; extensive with the republic, and reaches even 
| beyond its growing confines. What the Senate 
| does now will be fullowed by other bodies and as- | 
| sociations. As the greater contains the less, so 
|does the Senate contain all these everywhere 
throughout the land. In other places there may 
| be a brief struggle, but the end is certain. Doors 
| will open, exclusions will give way, intolerance 
will cease, and the great truth will be manifest 
in a thousand examples. Liberty and equality 
were the two express promises of our fathers. 
Both are now assured. And this is the glory of 
the republic, before whose mighty presence, ra- 
diant with justice, kings and nobles must disap- 
pear as the ghosts of night at the morning sun, 
while the people, with new-found power and maj- 
esty, take their place. 

What we do to-day is not alone for ourselves,

coming generations, and “brighter glow and gleam | 
immortal, unconsumed by moth or rust.’’ 

Sir, in this grand work, applauded by earth | 
and blest of Heaven, the Democratic party had | 
no part whatever.
